After a four-year renovation, a crumbling old property 
is transformed into a sensational 21st-century home

The facade has 
been freshened 
up, with the fascia 
and roof tiles 
painted and new 
hedging planted. 
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N ot everyone can spot the 

potential in a property, but 
Christy Simitzis and Scott 
Smith saw it straight away when 
they inspected this house. 

The block was over 400sqm, and 
the location good, but on inspection 
day most people were walking straight 
out before making it down the hall. 

Tt was dark and dingy and nothing 
made sense in terms of the layout. It 
certainly wasn't what people want in 
a modern home/ says Christy. 

But what put others off convinced 
the couple to bid on what would be 
their first full-scale renovation project. 

Over a period of four years, using 
weekends, holidays, evenings and 
occasional mornings, they restored 
a dilapidated shell into an airy gem. 



First impressions 

The same family had lived in the 
property for decades and they had 
chosen to dispense with the original 
features of the house. 

Leadlight windows were replaced 
with casements, decorative plasterwork 
had been left to crumble, and outside, 
Travertine tiles had been covered up. 

T could see the old house almost 
busting to get out,' says Christy.

Using a mix of thorough 
research, precise planning and hard 
work, they kept their costs in check to 
complete a remarkable renovation.

Light and open 

Three small rooms housed the kitchen, 
dining and living areas, with the main 
bathroom off the living space. The old 
kitchen was tucked into a corner with 
insufficient bench space and storage. 

'For what people want today, it 
was all wrong/ says Christy. 

'Not only was it dark and cramped, 
but it didn't work logistically and there 
was no sense that the outside area was 
connected to the house at all.' 

The partition walls came down and 
the area was opened up into a spacious 
and light-filled living and eating hub. 

An island between the kitchen 
and dining area was installed to act as 
a casual seating area, while a red-tiled 
splashback was added, bringing a large 
slice of warmth and personality. 

'Renovating a kitchen is one of 
the most satisfying parts,' she says. 

'It's amazing how much better you 
can make the area function just with 
better use of the space, more cabinets, 
benchtops and built-in appliances.'

Grand proportions, like wide 
hallways, high ceilings and 
large rooms, are a feature of 
homes built around the turn 
of the 20th century.

'When I saw that the bathroom 
in the old house was accessed through 
the living space, it was clear that we 



had to move it and the light well 
area was the obvious choice/ 

Taking some floorspace from the 
second bedroom, Christy and Scott 
decided to create a large family 
bathroom with luxury finishes. 

'Scott saw this stone bath and said 
we had to have it. I wasn't convinced 
at first, but I have to say it's definitely 
a feature that people love,' she says. 

'I'm really happy we didn't skimp 
on space, as it's now a luxury retreak 
not just a functional bathroom.'

AVOID CARPET DAMAGE Act fast after toilet accidents to prevent stains. The 
longer you wait before cleaning, the greater the risk of long-term damage. 




1 Blot the mess 

Soak up the urine with white paper 
towel, avoiding printed patterns that 
can bleed colour. Press hard to soak 
up as much as possible, then add about 
a quarter of a teaspoon of dishwashing 
liquid to a cup of lukewarm water.

2 Apply soapy water 

Soak the area thoroughly using the 
detergent solution and paper towel, 
then blot with dry paper towel. Repeat 
this process at least once. Rinse out 
the detergent using clear water and 
blot the carpet dry again.

Mix one part white vinegar and two 
parts water, then blot the carpet one 
last time. Cover the damp area with 
20 layers of paper towel and a heavy 
stack of books. Change the towels until 
they no longer absorb moisture.

Light fantastic 

The key to the design of the single 
storey, 129sqm rectangular houseboat 
was a light hand. Large floor-to-ceiling 
windows and bifolds dominate the 
kitchen and dining end, leading onto 
a small deck that floats on the water. 

Clean white walls and limewashed 
oak floorboards, as well as a modern 
industrial approach to decorating, 
make the most of the limited space, 
allowing nothing to visually dominate. 

Simple stainless steel kitchen 
cabinetry is functional and suitably 
restrained, but the surfaces also 
serve to reflect the light and water, 
always referencing the position and 
history of the structure. >

F rom its solid meranti legs to 
its generous storage drawers, 
this mobile bench is built to 
stand the test of time. 

As part of the clever design, the top 
rack for condiments and paper towel is 
lifted and secured with timber locking 
pins but drops down to be set flush 
with the benchtop when not in use. 

Meranti and cabinet-grade BB 
hoop pine exterior plywood were 
used for this project, but you could 
reduce the cost by using pine and 
CD plywood that has one good face 
and one rough face. 

Have the supplier cut it or use a 
circular saw with a straightedge guide. 

To finish the bench, use an orbital 
sander all over with 120 then 180 grit 
abrasive paper. Use a brush to apply 
two coats of clear polyurethane. > 




Cut two lengths of 19mm dowel 
for the towel rails at 348mm 
long, locking pins at 100mm 
and axles at 75mm. Cut four 
lengths of 12mm dowel at 
274mm for the holding rails 
TIP Add pine knobs to the pins. 

Transfer the position of the 
dowel holes using dowel centres 
and drill the corresponding 
holes with a dowel bit. Wrap 
a piece of masking tape around 
the bit as a depth guide.

1 Mark dowel positions 

Set out the dowels, marking the 
centres 15mm from the edge for the 
rungs, sides, back and drawer shelf. 
TIP The rungs have two dowels at the 
ends, the sides have four, the back and 
shelf have three on each end. 




2 Use a jig to drill holes 

Drill the dowel holes by using 
a dowelling jig with an 8mm dowel bit 
for holes 21mm deep on the rungs, 
back, sides and drawer shelf. For the 
top rack and drawers, cut dowels to 
20mm, drilling holes 12mm deep. 




3 Match up the holes 

Transfer the dowels by marking 
matching holes on the legs, on the 
sides flush with inside the legs, the 
back flush with the outside and the 
rungs centred. The drawer shelf 
base is level with the sides. 
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Using dowels for the 
drawer joints gives 
them a clean finish 
with no unsightly 
screw heads.

O Make the leg housings 

Mark the leg tops 18mm from the 
edges, square down 66mm then use 
a circular saw with the blade at 18mm 
to make relief cuts, cleaning out with 
a chisel. On the short legs, cut wheel 
slots 90 x 21mm, making relief cuts 
and cleaning out with a chisel. 




0 Prepare the rack 

Drill dowel holes 12mm deep in the 
shelf and 12mm holes 10mm deep for 
holding rails. Cut U-shaped holders 
for the paper roll dowel, securing with 
adhesive. Secure the divider to the 
base, then the shelf, rails, sides and top. 
Secure locking cleats, clamp until dry. 




0 Assemble the side frames 

Position the legs and drill dowel holes 
in the sides, rungs, back, legs and 
drawer shelf. Secure both side frames 
with adhesive and clamp until dry. 
Dowel and glue both ends of the front 
and back rungs, the drawer shelf and 
back, then secure to the side frames. 




0 Assemble the drawers 

Use a router with a 4mm cutting 
bit to make a 4mm wide, 5mm deep 
groove along the inside of the drawer 
sides, front and back. Use a 30mm 
holesaw to cut finger holes. Drill 
dowel holes, secure with adhesive 
and slot the base into the grooves. 




0 Add the skirting 

Stand the base frame up and check 
the measurements from leg top to 
leg top, adjusting the skirting frame 
to suit, then securing with adhesive 
and screws, checking diagonals for 
square. Secure the skirting frame in 
the leg housings with adhesive. 




0 Add the shelf and top 

Secure the supports using adhesive 
and screws, then cut 28mm square 
notches from the corners of the lower 
shelf. Secure top cleats under the 
benchtop and fit the drop rack then 
drill 20mm holes in the raised and 
lowered position for locking pins. >

Cut a 19mm pine board to size, wrap

Glass fence panels 

Everton has several glass pool 
fencing systems that are easily 
installed DIY (evertonglass.co.nz). 

For this site, we used fully 
frameless glass panels slotted 
into stainless steel mini posts. 

The glass panels are 1200mm 
high and come in widths ranging 
from 300-1300mm. 

You'll need to buy the hinges 
and a gate latch separately.

A backyard pool provides 

hours of summer fun, but 
it is worth remembering 
that you have a legal 
obligation to keep it safe and secure. 

The main way to do this is to 
install a pool fence, preventing kids 
from having unsupervised access. 

But many fences can make a yard 
feel smaller, splitting the space into 
two, as the old fence did here. 



We chose to replace the old pool 
fence with frameless glass panels from 
Everton, which slot into stainless steel 
mini posts for a streamlined effect. 

We secured the posts to new 
concrete footings using galvanised 
anchor studs and chemical adhesive. 

It took three days to install the 
new fence, including pouring the 
concrete and installing the panels, 
and cost just over $4000. 



Glass panels are heavy, so 
avoid damaging yourself, 
or the panels, by ensuring 
you have an extra pair of 
hands to help.

Preparing the site 

Concrete can be expensive if 
bought by the bag, so it's best to 
buy a ready-to-pour mix that can 
be delivered to the site by truck. 

Order more than you think you 
will need before you start the job 
so you don't end up running out 
before finishing. Use the remaining 
concrete to fix up any other DIY jobs 
that need doing. 

Before digging the trench for the 
footings, be sure to prepare properly. 

Consider where plumbing and 
electrical pipes or other obstructions 
may be buried, and call the relevant 
utility company to check the location 
of any pipes and cables for power, 
water, gas and telecommunications. 

Check with your local council 
to guarantee compliance for the pool 
fence, and take the necessary steps 
to ensure the site remains safe and 
secure throughout the build. 



Slip a few lengths of pool 
noodle or pipe insulation 
over the edges of the 
glass panels to protect 
them during installation.

Laying the tiles 

The concrete was left to cure 
for a week then Travertine tiles 
were laid on a waterproof mortar 
screed to prevent them cracking. 

Applya 10:1 Cemix Multibond 
and water mix to the concrete to 
create a waterproof membrane. 

While still wet, apply a mortar 
slurry made using a 10:1 water 
and Multibond mix. Let it cure for 
a day, then lay the tiles. 
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^INSTALL THE FENCE 




Prepare the trench 

Set a level stringline using stakes 
or pegs to mark the fence line and 
excavate a 400 x 400mm trench. 
Position reinforcing mesh on bar 
chairs in the trench. Overlap lengths 
of mesh and tie together with wire. 




Set out the posts 

Mark the ends of the fence line, flick 
a chalkline in between, then set out the 
panel positions with equal gaps. Mark 
the post positions 150mm in from the 
panel edges and use a mini post at 
each position to mark the hole centres. 




© Install the panels 

After an hour, secure the posts using 
washers and nuts. Set the panels in the 
posts, align with the marked positions 
and check the spacing. Ensure the 
rubber insert is seated correctly. Use the 
Allen key to clamp the panels securely. 




Make the footings 

Pour the concrete, agitating the mix so 
it settles well. Trowel the surface to an 
even finish, use the stringline to check 
for level, then let it cure for a week. To 
determine the best tile layout, mark the 
fence and gate panels on the concrete. 




© Drill the post holes 

Use a masonry bit to drill 6mm holes 
to 80mm deep for the post holes, then 
a 10mm masonry bit to widen the holes 
to 10mm by 100mm. Drill into the tiles 
with the hammer action off, turning it 
back on to drill into the concrete. 




© Level the panels 

Set a stringline to check the alignment 
of each panel using a 5mm spacer. 

To adjust, loosen the bolts in the post 
and insert packers underneath to 
align the panel with the stringline. 
Check each panel for plumb and level. 




© Lay the tiles 

Flick a chalkline to mark the edge of 
the tiles. Mix the tile adhesive and 
spread over the concrete with a 10mm 
notched trowel. Lay the tiles, using 
a spirit level and straightedge to get 
them straight and level.

© Set the anchor studs 

Clean the holes using a bottle brush 
and compressed air. Position a post, 
inject Ramset UltraFix Plus and wind 
in each anchor stud, leaving 10mm 
protruding. Remove the post and 
clean if needed. Repeat for each post. 




© Fit the latch 

Attach the hinges to the hinge panel 
and release the spring tension. Position 
the gate, pack underneath to align the 
hinges, then secure. Re-tension the 
springs so the gate shuts firmly. Attach 
the latch on the pool side of the gate. 
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H aving a swimming pool 
is a fantastic luxury, but 
along with the enjoyment 
you receive comes the 
responsibilty of ensuring your friends 
and family remain safe. 

Aluminium fencing is a popular 
choice for pool surrounds, as it is low 
maintenance and quick to install. 

Latches must also be fitted to secure 
the area. Check with your local council 
for their requirements, as they may 
do inspections to see what fencing 
and latches have been installed. 

When designing the area, consider 
ways to incorporate the fencing so it 
doesn't restrict your entertaining space. 
Also take into account what you'll add, 
such as seating, a barbecue and plants. 

Look at the direction of the sun to 
plan where light and shade will fall.

Clear the area and run a stringline 
low to the ground, using a fence 
panel as a spacer to mark the post 
holes at 2500mm centres. Excavate 
the holes with a power auger, 600mm 
deep and 200mm in diameter.

If the fence needs to negotiate an 
angle other than 90°, change the 
direction of the fencing by cutting 
the ends of the panel rails using an 
angle grinder with a cutoff wheel. 
Touch up the ends with spray paint. 




Position the posts 

Set a stringline for the post tops. 
Allow a gap of up to 100mm below 
and 50mm above each panel, with 
the latch post 300mm above the gate. 
Position the posts in the holes and 
fill with concrete, sloping for runoff. 




Hang the gate 

Attach the self-closing hinges to 
the outside of the gate using Tek 
screws, 80mm from the top rails 
and level with the base rail. Space 
the gate evenly, using a torpedo 
level to check the gate is level. 




© Secure the panels 

Slide the panel brackets over the 
top and base rails, raising them into 
position on temporary blocks. Use 
a spirit level to check the panels are 
level, then secure the brackets to the 
posts with self-drilling Tek screws. 




Attach the gate latch 

Secure the latch at least 1500mm 
above ground level, closing the gate 
with it in position. Tap in the post 
caps, then adjust the springs on the 
hinges so the gate will automatically 
close from any open position.

To tidy up the bigger items, 
such as ladders and bikes, we 
used heavy-duty Zenith 
SureHooks that are designed 
to hold just about anything. 

A versatile Ryobi Tool Blox 
modular storage system that can be 
stacked or wall-mounted was ideal for 
storing many of the tools. 

And with everything in its place, 
we finished off the space by giving 
the concrete a coat of floor paint.

SPOT-WEEDING 





It's easy to overlook weeds, but they 
can cause the biggest problems with 
your lawn by creating dead patches 
when they suck out nutrients and 
overshadow your grass. 

Many weeds can be adequately 
controlled through feeding your lawn 
and regular mowing, but sometimes 
you need a more direct approach. 



You can use selective weedkillers 
to spot-spray lawn weeds or use 
diluted all-purpose herbicide. 

The important thing to 
remember is that non-selective 
herbicides will kill or damage all 
plants, so any overspray onto the 
lawn will cause harm. 

If not using a ready-to-use 
pack, then there are two easy ways 



of applying herbicide to the lawn 
when spot-weeding. 

O BRUSH on using an old paintbrush 
or a special-purpose device such as 
the Yates Zero Weeding Brush. 

O SPRAY on to spot-treat the weeds. 
There are hooded spray heads 
available for many spray units, but 
remember that you’re still likely to 
get a certain amount of overspray.

The giveaway that you have 
grass grubs is when you can grab 
the dead-looking grass and it 
comes away from the soil easily.

/ Take care with trees 

If they are growing in the 
lawn, trees can suck up 
moisture and lots of the nutrients 
that you are directing at the lawn. 

Their roots can also push 
through the surface and they 
can cast unwanted shade or drop 
their leaves on the grass. 

It can cause problems from 
the tree’s perspective, too, as the 
trunk can be damaged by mower 
bumps and line trimmers. 

If you do want to grow a tree 
in your lawn, create a border that’s 
at least 500mm out from the 
trunk and mulch this area well. 
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Sometimes a lawn reaches a tipping 
point where it has become too badly 
worn and you need to do serious 
work to get it looking good again. 

You can try to refresh a seriously 
degraded lawn, but you'll likely end 
up investing more time and money 
without ever getting a quality result. 

The simple fact is that if your 
lawn has more weeds and bare 
patches than grass, then it’s time to 
lay new turf to restore it to health.

Well-managed turf works 
effectively as a carbon sink, 
capturing carbon emissions. 

A healthy 450sqm lawn can 
absorb more than 1 1 ,000L or 
25mm of rain without significant 
runoff. This reduces erosion and the 
burden on stormwater systems. 



The root mass of a lawn acts like 
a filtration system, trapping excess 
nutrients and other substances, and 
stops them reaching waterways. 

Lawns absorb CO 2 and generate 
oxygen. A standard 15 x 15m lawn 
will produce enough oxygen to 
sustain a family of four. 

In summer, a healthy lawn will 
maintain a surface temperature 
at least 10°C lower than bare soil 
and other hard surfaces.

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B ack when Dad did the lawn, 
the edges were laboriously 
finished off with a spade, and 
trimming around tricky spots 
was done with hand shears. Today, we 
just reach for our trusty line trimmer. 

Whether battery, electric or petrol 
driven, line trimmers have in many 
respects revolutionised lawn care. 

Simple to use and available for 
a variety of prices, from budget 
to top shelf, there's a trimmer to 
suit your needs whether you 
have a tiny lawn or an acreage. 

Here we look at a selection of 
the range on offer and provide 
a few tips on using a trimmer. > 

5 Head rotation 

Know the direction of 
rotation of the head.

A n extremely vigorous vine, 

passionfruit (. Passiflora edulis) 
is native to South America, 
and is the national flower of Paraguay. 

It has striking white and purple 
flowers that are produced before the 
fruit, and the vine climbs by means of 
tendrils that twine around a support. 

The fruit is full of goodness and low 
in kilojoules. It contains vitamin C, 

B vitamins riboflavin and niacin, plus 
fibre, iron, phosphorus and potassium. 

It is delicious whether used to top 
a pavlova, served with ice-cream or 
added to salad dressings or fruit salad. 



Passionfruit vines only 
perform well for about 
five years and then they 
have to be replaced, 
so have another one 
growing to take over the 
space when you remove 
the existing one. 
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If any greenish 
fruit drops to 
the ground, it's 
worth tasting to 
see if it's ripe. 



CARING FOR YOUR VINE 



The predominant 
passionfruit variety 
in New Zealand has 
a purply-black skin 
and is commonly 
called Black Beauty.

Given the right growing conditions, 
a passionfruit vine is easy to grow. 

POSITION the vine in full sun with 
protection from the wind. 

SOIL must have good drainage to 
prevent root rot, as passionfruit is 
very susceptible to this. It is a heavy 
feeder, so add well-rotted manure 
or compost to the soil before planting 
FEED in early spring and autumn 
with a controlled-release plant food 
for flowers, or a citrus food. Water 
the soil thoroughly before and after. 



MULCH around the plant, as this 
helps retain moisture in the soil, 
avoiding the area near the stem. 

WATER regularly and deeply, 
especially in dry weather. The 
passionfruit vine has an extensive 
and shallow root system, so soak 
a wide area surrounding the vine. 

PRUNE in early spring by about 
one-third. Remove any dead wood 
and cut back wayward shoots to 
promote new growth. Prune so air 
can circulate through the foliage. > 



Fast-growing passionfruit vines 
are great for creating quick 
screening on post and rail fences. 

Existing sunny fences, chicken 
coops and sheds in the garden can 
be transformed by draping them 
with a vine. Attach wire or trellis 
to fences to help them climb. 

Make your own trellis by 
putting up two posts, each 2m 
high and about 2m apart, in 
a north-south direction. Run 
three wires between the posts 
at the top, centre and base. 

When first planted, you may 
have to train it up the support by 
tying the vine to the base wire. 

Once the vine has reached 
a height of about 1m, you can nip 
out the centre shoot, which will 
encourage side branching. 

Look forward to a harvest 
period that can stretch through 
the first seven months of the year. 
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TIME TO HARVEST 



About 12 months after planting 
passionfruit:, the fruit starts 
appearing. Let it ripen on the vine 
to fully develop its sweet flavour. 

When ready, the fruit will 
drop off, or it can be picked when 
it's fully coloured and easily pulls 
free from the vine.

Fruit flies lay their eggs 
underneath the skin of the fruit 
and the hatching larvae then 
feed their way to the centre, 
causing the fruit to rot. 

Use a fruit fly bait early 
in the season to detect fruit 
flies. Destroy the infested 
fruit immediately, but don’t 
put it in the compost. 



/ Locally grown 

The purple passionfruit 
( Passiflora edulis ) is the 
only variety grown commercially 
in New Zealand. It is self-fertile 
which means you need just one 
vine if planting space is an issue. 

The yellow variety [Passiflora 
flavicarpa) has a tendency to look 
diseased, contributing to its lack 
of popularity. It produces small 
but very sweet fruit. 

The banana passionfruit 
( Passiflora mollissima) grows 
rampant in bush areas and so has 
been declared a noxious plant in 
many parts of the country. 




Flowers but no fruit 

This can be the result of 
a lack of pollinating bees or the 
weather being very hot, very cold 
or raining at flowering time. 

Pollinate flowers by hand 
using a dry paintbrush to transfer 
pollen to the female parts. Prune 
excessive growth to expose the 
flowers and plant bee-attracting 
plants such as borage nearby. 

Wilting shoots 

Fusarium wilt. 

Remove the vine and do 
not add it to the compost. 



Passionvine hopper 

This insect sucks sap from 
the plant, causing the leaves to wilt 
and the flowers or fruit to drop. 

Hose them off, or you can 
use a pyrethrum-based spray.

Method 

©SET aside half the raspberries. 

Put the remaining raspberries and 
icing sugar in a bowl and crush lightly 
with a fork. Cut the passionfruit in 
half, scoop out the pulp and stir into 
the crushed raspberry mixture. 



© PREHEAT the oven to 200°C. 
Grease a 23 x 33cm Swiss roll tin 
and line with baking paper. Put 
the eggs and caster sugar in a large 
bowl. Beat with an electric mixer 
until very thick and pale, and the 
mixture leaves a trail on the surface 
when the beaters are lifted out. 

TIP If using a hand whisk or rotary 
beater, set the bowl over a pan of 
almost boiling water, ensuring the 
water doesn't touch the bowl. 

© SIFT half the flour over the egg 
mixture and gently fold in with a large 
metal spoon. Sift over the remaining 
flour and fold in with the tepid water. 
©POUR the mixture into the 
prepared tin and shake it gently so 
it spreads evenly into the corners. 



Bake for 10-12 minutes or until the 
sponge is risen and golden, and 
springs back when pressed gently. 

© TURN out onto a sheet of baking 
paper that is slightly larger than the 
sponge. Peel off the lining paper. Trim 
the crusty edges of the sponge with 
a sharp knife and make a score mark 
25mm from one of the shorter edges 
to make the sponge easier to roll up. 
©SPREAD the crushed raspberry 
mixture over the hot sponge, leaving 
a 10mm border all round. Scatter over 
the reserved raspberries. Roll up the 
sponge from one short edge and place, 
seam side down, on a serving plate. 
©SERVE warm or cold, cut into slices. 
Decorate each serving with extra 
raspberries and a sprig of mint. >

O CUT each passionfruit in half 
and scoop the pulp and seeds into 
a sieve over a large heatproof bowl.

honey egg yolks and lemon juice 
to the bowl with the passionfruit 
juice, then whisk well with electric 
beaters.

This will take 
about 10 minutes and the mixture 
will look like a slightly soft, whisked 
sponge mixture when ready. Keep 
the water barely simmering, don't 
allow it to bubble too fiercely or 
the eggs will cook and separate. 

© REMOVE the bowl from the 
pan and continue to whisk for 
1 minute. Spoon, ladle or pour the 
zabaglione into four small glasses 
and serve immediately.

C reating a vertical wall 
garden is a great option 
if you have limited space 
but still want to grow herbs, 
vegetables, flowers, vines or even 
succulents in the backyard. 

You can build your own or 
you can buy a commercial kit. 

Plan the purpose of the 
wall, decorative or edible, then 
choose the plants to get the 
look and the result you want. 
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In a small space, train productive 
climbers over frames, trellises or 
poles, or create a wall garden, to 
increase the growing area and 
maximise your harvest.

Wall gardens 

There are number o I commercially 
available systems tor making wait 
gardens. You can also attach plastic 
pots or troughs to a wall-mounted 
frame and plant each pot individually. 

Make sure you keep each pot moist 
and fertilise with a liquid foliar feed. 

Many vegetables will grow well 
in a wall garden, but how successfully 
depends on where it is located and 
the level of care it is given. 

Edible wall plantings can include 
loose-leaf lettuces, leafy greens, Asian 
greens, trailing herbs like marjoram, 
oregano, rosemary and thyme, and 
hanging crops such as strawberries. >

When space is 
limited in your

A timber pallet is easily upcycled into 
a vertical garden. Just use 2-3 sheets 
of weedmat to line two sides and the 
base, leaving the top open and folding 
over the edges to prevent fraying. 

Secure the lining using nails or 
a staple gun then position the pallet 
upright, securing to a vertical surface 
with the appropriate fasteners. 

If you're positioning it against 
a wall or fence, add a waterproof 
barrier in between so the moisture 



from the pallet garden doesn't 
cause any damage. 

Fill with a good quality potting 
mix and add compost to boost its 
water-holding capacity, as the pallet 
planter will dry out quickly. 

Water the mix well and top up 
until the soil level is stable. Plant 
with a combination of trailing and 
upright varieties for the best effect.

/ How they work 
their magic 

Worms improve the 
structure of the soil and increase 
the air supply in it. This makes 
it possible for bacteria, fungi, 
viruses, insects and micro- and 
macro-organisms to survive. 

Earthworms burrow into the 
soil and break down root mats, 
opening up tunnels for oxygen 
and water to penetrate the soil. 

Coated with nitrate-rich 
mucus, the roots of plants quickly 
take advantage of these tunnels, 
getting nutrition from the mucus.

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T here are about 195 species of 
earthworms in New Zealand 
and, as unappealing as they 
may be to some, they are a necessary 
part of the soil and play a vital role 
in the health of plants. 

They work tirelessly beneath our 
feet to produce rich castings, called 
vermicast, which are the essential 
building blocks of soil. 

We rely on them to mine the soil 
and recycle nutrients to provide the 
right environment for plants to grow. 

Compost worms can also be used 
to recycle kitchen scraps, and farming 
worms is an ideal method of recycling. 

This type of worm is different to 
an earthworm as it lives closer to the 
surface, eats fresher organic materials 
and likes wetter conditions. >

Add a trowel full of 
castings to a watering 
can, fill it with water and 
stir, then use it on your 
vegetables or pot plants. 



Compost worms are the ultimate 
recyclers, and even apartment dwellers 
can make good use of their capabilities 
and receive fertile compost for their 
pot plants in return. 

Just add all your vegie scraps to the 
bins and the worms do all the work, 
producing a rich concentrate 
oozing with nutrients that can 
be used as a fertiliser on pot 
plants and garden beds.

/ Care for your 
compost worms 

Place the bin in a cool area that 
doesn’t receive direct sunlight and 
keep the contents of the bin moist. 

Worms eat crushed eggshells, 
tea leaves, coffee grounds, all fruit 
except citrus, cooked grains, bread, 
pasta, chopped fresh and cooked 
vegetable scraps and newspaper. 

Don't feed them citrus, onions, 
meat, cheese, oil or too much dairy. 



If lots of worms are hanging 
out of the sides or lid of the bin, 
it means the contents are too 
soggy. Mix in some dry shredded 
newspaper to help dry it out. 

The rich castings will build up 
and worm juice accumulates in the 
base of the box. It can be dug into 
moist soil or added to potting mix. 

Mix the worm juice with nine 
parts water and use to water pot 
plants, flowers and vegetables.

Add the next tray and half 
fill with compost, shredded newspaper 
and a handful of scraps. The worms will 
move to the new tray and the castings

Apply adhesive to the base of the first 
support pot. Position the second-tier 
visible pot upside down and secure the 
first support pot to it, with the drainage 
holes aligned. Repeat for the next tier 
of pots. Allow the adhesive to dry. 




© Add the plants 

Position the second-tier glued pot 
arrangement in the base pot and add 
potting mix. Repeat for the top tier of 
glued pots. Add the plants to each tier. 
TIP For larger towers, assemble them 
where they are to be positioned. 



MUG PLANTER 

Ideal for beautiful bloomers by the 
front door to greet guests, this project 
uses mugs mounted on a timber board 
to form a series of small planters. 

The top third of each mug needs 
to have a straight surface so they can 
be mounted on the back board. 



Our board measures 140 x 20mm 
and we left a half-cup width between 
each mug, with the handles to the side, 
and a mug width at each end. 

To make it stand out, we used 
Dulux Weatherboard Gloss tinted in 
Peep-O-Day to paint the board. 



Drilling porcelain 

The only way to safely 
drill into porcelain is 
with a diamond core bit. 

The drill must be run at a 
low speed and should never be 
set to hammer mode. Apply only 
moderate pressure, letting the 
bit do the work. Keep it wet by 
dipping it in cool water at least 
every 20 seconds.

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o Cut the back board 

Measure and cut the back board to 
length using a circular saw, then mark 
the mug positions, drilling screw holes. 
At each end, drill and countersink 
screw holes for mounting. Sand, 
undercoat and paint the board. 



© Attach the mugs 

Mark the position for a mounting hole 
a third of the way down the back of 
the mugs. On a stable, shock-absorbing 
surface, such as a firm foam mat, drill 
a 6mm mounting hole, then an 8mm 
drainage hole in the base of each mug. 



© Secure the board 

Attach the mugs to the board using 
buttonhead screws and washers, then 
tighten with a socket wrench and driver 
bit or right-angled screwdriver. Add 
potting mix and the plants. Mount 
the board, securing with screws,
